The  Story  of  1917 

The  Camp  Conferences  of  the  past  summer  are  things  of  the  past.  The  windows  of 
the  Tipi-Wakan  are  shuttered..  The  great  dining  hall  is  closed;  the  conference  folk 
have  gone,  and  the  stately,  wooded  grounds  are  inhabited  only  by  the  squirrel  and  the 
blue  jay.  The  lake  waters  that  resounded  with  the  splash  of  the  diver,  share  their  depths 
wdth  the  duck  and  the  fish,  and  Bang  Winter  is  beginning  to  touch  them  with  the  grip 
of  sleep.  Conference  Point  is  cold  and  quiet,  and  the  deeds  of  last  summer  time  are  but 
pages  in  our  Camp  history. 

The  succeeding  pages  of  Conference  Pointers  tell  part  of  the  story.  However,  records 
can  never  express  the  spirit  of  the  hour  or  tell  the  whole.  Records  are  dead,  cold,  hard, 
matter-of-fact  things.  It  needs  imagination  to  recall  the  clang  of  the  bell,  the  clatter  of 
dishes,  the  shouts  of  the  playground,  the  swish  of  the  water,  the  hum  of  the  class,  the  songs 
beneath  the  trees,  the  prayers  on  the  hillside,  the  revelry  of  the  Council  Circle,  and  the 
hush  of  the  quiet  night.

And  four- 
teen such  glorious,  fleeting,  full,  and  happy  days  were  ours  to  live,  and  work,  and  play, 
with  God’s  out-of-doors  about  us  and  His  spirit  within  us.  And  while  we  breathed  the 
spirit  of  the  place,  we  formed  new  ideals  and  forged  life  purposes. 

Thus  were  our  summer  days  both  history  and  impulse.  History  of  days  well  spent, 
and  impulse  for  the  spending  of  the  days  ahead  in  fruitful  work  and  splendid  service. 
The  voices  that  rang  through  the  trees  at  Conference  Point  are  ringing  now  in  cpllege 
hall,  in  quiet  homes,  and  marts  of  trade — wringing  wdth  a new  note  of  ambition  and  effort 
because  of  “What  has  been.”  Conference  Point  is  more  than  a history,  it  is  a mighty, 
moving,  pulsing  force  to  drive  one  to  The  Best  in  one’s  self  for  self  and  others.
